Washington, October 7.—(Special.)—A 
gold democrat, Thomas Goode Jones, is to 
be banded down in history as the first 
southern man to snatch an official prize 
from President Roosevelt's political grab 
bag. Mr. Jones was today appointed 
United States judge for the northern and 
middle districts of Alabama. 

This appointment was not entirely un- 
expected, for the name of former Gov- 
ernor Jones Has been mentioned in con- 
nection with the vacant judgeship for 
several days past, but the advocates of 
other candidates could not be induced to 
believe that the president would bestow 
the first southern favor of his adminis- 
tration upon any one but a tried and 
true representative of the republican 
party. 

Two days. ago the impression went 
. abroad from the white house that a dem- 
. ofrat stood an excellent chance of being 

chosen, because the republican material 
offered was not acceptable to the presi- 
dent. Acting upon this impression the

No Mark of Violence Save a Lacera- 
tion in the Bov’s Abdomen.

New York, October 7.—The dead body 
of a 6-year-old boy was found early this 
morning in an areaway at 361 West 
Twenty-second street. The body was 
clothed only in a pair of light cotton 
drawers, but beside the body was a num- 
ber of garments, which evidently had be- 
longed to the lad. Except for a laceration 
on the boy’s aLdomen there was no mark 
of violence on the boay. 

The body was in a burlap bag when it 
was found. The police believe the chiid 
was murdered and that the body was be- 
ing carried to the river when it became 
too heavy and, as in a number of similar 
cases, was deposited in the most conven- 
lent place. The body was placed in tie 
bag in an upright position. 

The body was identified by Sydney 
Ryan, a cook, of 300 West Twenty-first 
street, as that of his son Albert. Ryan 
said that the last time he had seen the 
boy alive was yesterday at 4 o'clock, when 
he was playing on the street in front 
of his home. He said he knew of no rea- 


friends of Judge Chambers, of the same 
state, redoubled their efforts in behalf | 
of thelr candidate, and as late as this 
morning General Herbert, former secre- 
tary of the navy under Cleveland appear- 
ed at the white house and made a strong 
appeal for the selection of Judge Cham- 
bers.

Under the cir- 
cumstances the president feels that his 
choice was a proper one. 

The appointment of Governor Jones was 
received with general satisfaction by a 
number of Alabama republicans and dem- 
ocrats who were at the white house dur- 
ing the day. Governor Jones was praised 
in the highest terms. It was stated that 
the negroes of Alabama would welcome 
the appointment because Governor Jones 
had strongly opposed the disfranchising 
clause Spite by the Alabama 
constitutio‘fal convention. It was stated 
that Booker Washington, the negro lead- 
er, would be particularly pleased. Gov- 
ernor Jones’ abilities are recognized by 


everybody. 

Representative Thompson, of Alabama, 
called to pay his respects to the president, 
acecmpanied by his brother, Judge J. A. 
Thompson. Representative Thompson 
was delighted at the appointment of ex- 
Governor Jones for United States district 
judge to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Judge Bruce. He said Governor 
Jones was not only one of the best law- 
yers in Alabama, but one of the most 
prominent and highly esteemed citizens: 
a pure, high toned and fair minded man, 
and would fill the position with honor 
and credit.

“This one act of the president will plaice 
him as high in the esteem of the south 
as President McKinley,’’ said Mr. Thomp-

The mother was taken to the morgue, 
where she ‘identified the body and said 
the boy was her son, Albert Robertson. 
She became hysterical and said she 
wanted to kill herself. 

Alonzo Watson, a waiter, whose mother 
is janitress. of the tenement where Ryan 
lives, was arrested on suspicion that he 
Krew something of the boy's death. 

Coroner’s physicians made an autopsy 
on the boy’s body his afternoon and 
found that death was due to asphyxia- 
tion. They found a quantity of alcoholic 
fluid in the stomach and serious lacera- 
tions of the lower parts of the abdomen. 
The physicians ‘pronounce jt one of the 
most ghastly of crimes. Ryan and the 
woman were arrested, and, with Watson, 
were remanded to the custody of the cor- 
oner. Captain Moynihan, of the West 
Twentieth street station, who appeared 
against the prisoners, charged them with 
homicide. 

Later, Coroner Bausch released Ryan 
and Annie Robinson. Watson was sent 
to the Tombs under $5,000 bail as a sus- 
picious person.

since considered himself a republican and 
promised in the future to affiliate with 
the proper republican organization in the 
State.

He suggested that appointments 
and removals in minor places should not 
be made on color lines alone, but should 
be controlled by merit and fitness for the 
duty to be performed. 

The postoffice at Newberry, S. C., is an- 
other matter of interest in South Carolina 
politics today. There is to be a change in 
postmasters in Newberry and among the 
applicants are C. J. Purcell, John Scott 
and James R. Davidson. They saw the 
president. Representative Latimer, demo- 
crat, was one of the president’s visitors 
ana his opinion was asked regarding the 
Newberry office. Latimer told the presi- 
dent he would be glad to make a recom- 
mendation if a democrat was to be ap- 
pointed. The president said that he would 
appoint a republican if a good man could 
be found, but if no such man could be lo- 
cated he would appoint a democrat. R. O. 
Stewart, who is said to be a cousin of the 
president, is spoken of for the position 
and is said to be acceptable to Latimer. 


Deas Is Fighting Capers. : 
While the white republican contingent 
from South Carolina was burying the 
hatchet and getting together on a peace 
basis over the collectorship, Deas, the 
colored leader from Darlington, was loud- 
ly denouncing the action of Senator Han- 
na in designating John G. Capers to 
represent South Carolina on the national 
republican committee, vice Webster, de- 
ceased. The designation of Capers is 
understood to mean that he is to be the 
republican referee In South Carolina dur- 
ing the Roosevelt administration, a po- 
sition to which Deas aspired. So indig- 
nant is Deas at Senator Hanna's action 
that the distinguished chairman of the 
republican national committee will in a 
few hours receive the following communi- 
cation from Deas: 

“Washington, D. C., October 7, 1901.— 
Hon. M. A. Hanna, Cleveland, Ohio. My 
Dear Sir: I have just received your most 
remarkable letter from Cleveland, Ohio, 
under date of October 5. The arbitrary 
gteps which you have taken to appoint 
John G. Capers to fill the vacancy on the 
national republican committee for the 
state of South Carolina, occasioned by 
the death of Hon. E. A. Webster, has not 
only surprised, but startled me. I golemn- 
ly protest against this unwarranted in- 
terference against the rights of the re- 
publican executive committee of the state 
of South Carolina and, further, I propose 
to resist your appointment in every legal 
way possible. Such a -high-handed pro- 
ceeding should be resented by the com- 
mittee, of which I am chairman, and, as 
a matter of principle, I propose to lead 
{fn the movement.

Washington, October 7.—Lieuterant 
Commander Hodgson today again oc- 
cupied the greater part of: the time of 
the Schley court of inquiry as a witness. | 
He was followed on the stand by Cap- | 
tain William L. Folger, commander of 
the New Orleans during the Spanish war. 
Lieutenant Dyson also was recalled to 
add some details to his former testimony 
concerning the coal supply of the Ameri- 
can fleet during the Santiago blockade. 

Commander Hodgson repeated and ex- 
tended his story of the battle of July 3, 
giving the opinion that Commodore 
Schley’s conduct on that occasion was 
such as that of a commander-in-chief 
should have been. He also explained at 
some length his correspondence with Ad- 
miral Schley concerning the alleged col- 
loquy between them while the Santiago 
engagement was in progress. He said he 
had had no controversy with the com- 
mander, but he repeated that the com- 
modore had said “damn the Texas’”’ 
when toid that that vessel was in danger. 

Captain Folger said that the bombard- 
ments of the Cristobal Colon on May 31 
had been eminently successful in develop- 
ing the strength of the Spanish shore 
batteries, and had shown them to be 
very weak. He also said that if the Span- 
ish vessels had attempted to escape at 
night they could not have been seen by 
the blockading fleet in bad weather. 
NO SIGNAL TO BROOKLYN 
MADE BY THE MARBLEHEAD 

The reading of the Schley-Hodgson cor- 
respondence was concluded when court 
opened. Mr. Raynor began his cross-ex- 
amination by asking Mr. Hodgson wheth- 
er the Marblehead had hailed the Brook- 
lyn when the two vessels passed each 
other as the Brooklyn was on her way to 
Cienfuegos. The witness replied in the 
negative. The examination then turned 
upon events about Cienfuegos. 

Commander Hodgson said that he had 
seen the lights on the shore at Cienfue- 
gos, which were afterwards determined 
to be signals, but he had supposed they 
were signals between different branches 
of the Spanish forces on shore. He as- 
serted that when Captain McCalla ar- 
rived with information as to the meaning 
of the signals, he was immediately dis- 
patched the shore to communicate 
with the insurgents. 

Mr. Raynor asked. “How far were you 
off during this blockade of Santiago from 
the Morro during the day and night of 
May 28, 29, 30, 31?” 

In response the witness said: “Early in 
the daytime our habitual position was 
about 6 miles. In thenight I think we 
steamed up and down in front of the 
harbor, a distance of about 6 miles.”’ 

He stated that the picket boats, the 
Marblehead and Vixen, were inside the 
line of the fleet about midway between 
that line and the shore line. 
BROOKLYN WAS FIRING 

AS SHE MADE THE LOOP 

The witness then, in response to a re- 
quest from Mr. Raynor, continued his dis- 
cription of the naval battle of July 3. 

In this connection he said: 

“The Brooklyn did all she could. She 
got into action just as quick as steam 
could carry her there. We commenced 
firing as soon as the first gun on the port

helm through the arc, using the aft guns 
until we got all the starboard guns to 
bear. We got around as quickiy as we 
could with port helm until we almost 
paralleled the course of the leading Span- 
ish vessel. When the helm was eased 
the ship steered a course parallel 
the Viscava. The three Spanish vessels 


caya, the Colon and the Oquendo. 
continued in that direction, when I re- 
marked to Captain Cook that it seemed 
rather lonely for us out there. He was in 
the conning tower. He asked, ‘Why?’ I 
said that we were all alone with the three 
Spanish ships and it seemed that it de- 
pended upon us to knock them out. He 
stepped out of the conning tower and ex- 
claimed to me: ‘What’s that off our star- 
board quarter?’ I looked in that direction 
and saw the heavy bow of a ship and 
said: ‘It must be the Oregon,’ and he re- 
marked: ‘God bless’ the Oregon.’ The Ore- 
gon was at that time about, I should 
say, 400 or 500 yards off our starboard 
quarter and at full speed. 

“After passing the Viscaya we steam- 
ed ahead and ceased firing. The men 
were allowed to come out of the turrets 
one at a time to get a breathing spell, 
although, of course, all guns were manned 
and everthing was ready, but the gaining 
upon the Colon was very slow, in fact 
she gained apparently on us. This was 
about 11:15 when the Viscaya_ stood in 
for Acerreaderos. The chase was con- 
tinued then after the Colon. I knew it 
must be 6 or 7 miles away, until we grad- 
ually began to gain. 

SCHLEY ORDERED OREGON 
TO USE RAILROAD TRAIN 

‘“T remember at one time telling Commo- 
dore Schley that it was within about 13,00 
yards, and my recollection is he told 
some one to signal the Oregon to try one 
of her ‘railroad trains.’ At any rate, 
shortly afterwards the Oregon fired one 
of her 13-inch shells, which fell short. 
Then we tried with 8-inch shells, and they 
fell short. The Oregon was signalling to 
us the fall of our shot, and we signalled 
to her the fall of her shot. We con- 
tinuld occasionally to fire, the Oregon her 
13 and 8-inech guns and we our 8-inch guns. 
]l remember seeing one of the 18-inch 
sheils of the Oregon fall well ahead of the 
Colon, and one of our 8-inch shells ap- 
{parentiv fell inshore of the Colon. At 
that time the Colon ported her helm 
hard aport. Previously to this she had 
ported her helm once or twice, apparent- 
ly seeking a soft spot on shore. She fired 
her lee gun and hauled down her flag. I 
pulled out my watch. It was exactly 1:15. 
We then ceased firing and slowed down 
and orders were given to get out a boat. 
The captain was ordered to go on board 
to make terms with or tell the ‘terms to 
the commanding officer of the Colon. On 
account of steam having been cut off and 
there being some trouble with the boat, 
we were some little time getting the boat 
out. In the meantime we had slowed, and 
as rapidly as could be accomnlished one of 
the cutters was fina.y got out and a crew 
put in. Captain Cook went in the boat 
and boarded the Colon. I think he prob- 
ably had a mile and a half pull. At any 
rate, we had our guus trained on the 
Colon all this time in case of treachery 
or any act of that kind on her part. aAl- 
though I saw her throwing breech locks: 
overboard, I did not suspect anything of 
that kind.”

Mr. Raynor then had the witness scru- 
tinize the leiter which he had written 
to Admiral Schley on June 6, and drew 
from him the strtement that he had 
not informed the admiral that he had 
usec the expression “Damn the Texas.”’

Very Much Angered When He 
Found Maclay Applied 
Term to Schley. 


HE QUIT READING PROOFS 
WHEN HE SAW THE EPITHET 


Colonel Robert Thompson Makes Ex- 
planation Regarding the Mat- 
ter in Urder To Do Jus- 
tice, He Savs, to Ad- 
miral Sampson. 


New York, October 7.—Col™iel Robert 
M. Thompson, of this city, president of 
the United States Naval Academy Alumni 
Association, makes the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press in connec- 
tion with the Schley Inquiry: 

“There is one story which I am very 
anxious should be truthfully presentefl 
to the publie. After Maclay’s book was 
published Mr. saclay stated that his 
proofs had been submitted to the com- 
manding officers, including Admiral 
Sampson, and that they approved his 
statements. A reporter calling non Ad- 
miral Sampson when he was ill in his 
bed obtained from the admiral what arp- 
peared to be a confirmation of this stat-- 
ment. The admiral was asked if he had 
seen and read the proofs of Maclv's 
hook. and he said. ‘Yes.’ But un‘r- 
tunately he was too ill to go into the 
matter at anv leneth and explain every- 
thing. and so the public was informed 
and today belleves that Admiral Samp- 
son entirely approved the statement thet 
Schlev was a coward and a eaitiff, which 
was the gist of Maclay’s charge against 
Schley. 

“T am fn a position to state the true 
facts, and you may absolutely rely upon 
them as truth. The proofs were sent bv 
Mr. Maclav to Admiral Sampson. with 
request that thev should be read and cor- 
rected. The admiral, at the time. was 
not in good health and did not wish to 
undertake the labor. but his secretary 
pointed out that the Maclay history was 
a standard one and used at the naval 
academy as a text-book. This volume 
brought the history down through the 
period of the Spanish war and it was de- 
sirable that there should be no inaccu- 
racies in it. The admiral therefore con- 
sented to read them and he did correct a 
certain part of them, put as soon as he 
arrived at the part which contained the 
statement tHat Schtev was a coward and 
a caitiff, he was very much angered and 
said the statement was one .he author 
had right to make: that it was unjust and 
unfair to speak of any naval officer in 
such terms, and declined to have any- 
thine further to do with the proofs. 

‘His secretary, imovressed with the 
great desirability of having the state- 
ment of facts accurate and not believing 
that he was in anv way responsible for 
the statements of opinion, did. on his own 
account. comnare the book with the rec- 
ords and make on the margins a number 
of corrections. As these were in the 
same handwriting as those made when 
Admiral Sampson was giving his personal 
attention to the correction, Mr. Maclay 
was perfectly justified in his statement. 
The order of the secretary of the navy, 
forbidding naval officers to make any 
statement for publication regarding this 
controversy, issued immediately after 
this interview, vrevented the above cor- 
rection being officially made.” 


RIVER AND HARBOR CONGRESS. 


Opening Session Will Be Held in 
Baltimore Today. 

Baltimore, October 7.—The opening ses- 
sion of the rivers and harbors congress 
will be called to order tomorrow morning 
in Levering hall, in this city. Adjourn- 
ment probably will take place Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The congress was called for the purpose 
of discussing plans to systematize the 
present method of congressional appro- 
priations. The movement originated in 
New Orleans, and a large delegation from 
that city is in attendance. A number of 
prominent men are expected to be pres- 
ent, among them Theodore F. Burton, of 
Ohio, chairman of the congressional rivers 
and harbors committee, who will deliver 
an address; Senator Taliaferro, of Florida, 
and Edwin 8S. Cramp, of the Cramps Ship 
Building Company, of Philadelphia. 


LOW RESIGNS PRESIDENCY. 


Leaves Columbia University To 
Fight for Mayoralty. 

New York, October 7.—President Seth 
Low. delivered his farewell address to 
the officers and students of Columbia 
universi.~ today on the occasion of the 
opening of the one ..undred and forty- 
eighth academic year of that institution.

Fifteen lacks Ate Shot by 
Whitecappers in: Tennessee 
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FOUR FATALLY. WOUNDED

Several of the Wounded Are Women, 
One of Whom Had Her Eyes 
Shot Out—Numerous Thefts

So It Is Said. 


Lewisburg, Tenn., October 7.--Fifteen 
negroes were wounded, four ol them fatal- 
ly, by whitecaps near Caney Springs, a 
few miles from here, Saturday night. 
Several of the wounded are women, one of 
whom had her eyes shot out. Numerous 
thefts committed in the Caney Springs 
vicinity recently have greatiy aroused 
the community, ana the whitecap organi- 
zation, it is said, Is the result. 

Thirty-five negroes were returning in a 
body from a festival] and were halted at 
the end of a bridge by men wearing white 
masks and armed with shotguns and 
pistols. The name of each was demanded, 
and upon answering several were allow- 
ed to pass. Finally one, instead of giving 
his name, fired on his questioner. The 
whitecapper fell, and his comrades pour- 
ed a volley in on the negroes, who fied, 
leaving the wounded behind. 

The whiteeappers, after the fusillade, 
left in buggies, carrying the wounded 
member with them. The identity of none 
of them is known, though the authori- 
ties are making every effort to apprehend 
the offenders.

Ugly Showing Made by Report of 
Immigration Commissioner. 
Thinks There Is Urgént 
Need for Increase of 
Head Tax. 


Washington, October 7.—The annual re- 
port of the commissioner of immigration 
at New York shows that the number 
of aliens who arrived at the port of 
New York during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1901, was 453,496. There were also 
113,056 citizens of the United States who 
arrived from abroad. 

In the amount of money brought per 
capita there appears to be an appreciable 
increase over last year, but the report 
says the conclusion, unfortunately, is 
unavoidable that our immigration is con- 
Stantly increasing in illiteracy. Not only 
are we drawing more and more from 


| 


the countries where iliiteracy is high, but 
also the immigrants themselves are show- 
ing higher percentages of illiteracy. 
Nearly one-half of our steerage immi- 
gration now presents an illiteracy of from 
40 to over 50 per cent. 

Of the 388,931 Steerage aliens who ar-

May Be Used by Congregations Not 
in Union with Church Who 
Will Accept Spiritual Over- 
sight of Bishop of the 
Diocese. 


San- Francisco, Cal., October 7.—This 
was a day of oratory in the house of 
deputies in the triennial Episcopal con- 
vention. The debate, which began last 
Saturday on the proposed addition to ar- 
ticle 10, of the constitution, prescribing 
the form of worship, was continued all 
day and resulted in its adoption. AS 
adopted, it is as follows: 

“But provision may be made by canon 
for the temporary use of other forms and 
directories of worship by congregations 
not in union with this church, who are 
willing to accept the spiritual oversight 
of the bishop of the diocese, or mission- 
ary district.’’ 

The debate was very animated, and 
until the result was made known, it was 
the prevailing opinion that the vote would 
be much more evenly divided than it was. 
It was strongly urged by the advocates 
of the proposed change that its adoption 
would open the way to a great increase 
in the membership of the church, while 
its opponents regarded it as too radical 
an innovation. 

The house of bishops adopted the amend- 
ment to article 1, section 13, of the con- 
stitution, already approved by the depu- 
ties, which, in effect, makes the presiding 
bishop of the church elective for a term 
of three years by a majority of the bish- 
ops. It was voted, in view of the growing 


importance of missionary work in China, 


to divide the district of Shanghai into 
two departments, to be known as those 
of Shanghai and Hankow. The hishops 
considered a number of reports and trans- 
acted much rautine business. 

The American ‘Sunday school institute 
elected Bishop Talbot, gf Central, Pa., 
president, and detailed Rev. R. L. Duhr- 
ing, of Philadelphia, as secretany-treas- 
urer. Its sessions were addressed by 
several Sunday school workers. 

House of Deputies. 

After President Lindsay called the house 
of deputies to order this morning, Dr. 
Beatty, of Kansas, for the committee on 
unfinished business, reported a large num- 
ber of matters left by the last conven- 
tion in an unfinished condition. 

Rev. Dr. Baker, of New Jersey, on the 
committee of a memorial, with reference 
to a fund, made a report, the substance 
of which was the expression of the hcpfpe 
that such a fund might be formed. Sev- 
eral amendments to article 1 of the new 
constitution were offered, the object being 
to change the section designating the 
manner of determing who shall be the 
presiding bishop and the term of his ser- 
vice in that position. 

A message from the house of bishops 
announced its consent that the name of 
the diocese of Indiana be changed to 
the diocese of Indianapolls. The depu- 
ties immediately concurred. 

The house proceeded with the dscus- 
sion of amendments to the constitution, 
the question being the provision that 
special forms of service may be pre- 
scribed by canon for certain congrega- 
tions not in full communion with the 
church, 

Rev. Dr. 
thought the authority 
given to the bishop was beyond the pow- 
ep of this convention to give. He was 
afraid, too, that it would open a door 
to heresies and schisms. 

Rev. E. A. Larrabee, of Chicago, as an 
advanced churchman, said he believed in 
and used extemporaneous prayer in prop- 
er cases, but he was opposed to giving 
the highest privileges of the church to 
congregations brought into temporary 
connection with the church. Rev. Dr. 
Ackin, of Washington, argued for the 
adoption of the amendment on the ground 
of its conformity to the principles of 
ecclesiastical antiquity. 


He Fears No Evil. 


Rev. C. C. Rollett, of Minnesota, sani 
it seemed lost sight of that this consti- 
tutional provision would be entirely in- 
operative until a canon under it had been 
made. This, with the ordination vows 
of the clergy, was a sufficient guaran- 
tee against the coming in of evil through 
it.

Appointment of Governor Jones 
Gives Universal Satisfaction. 
Montgomery, Ala., October 7.—(Special.) 
The appointment of Governor Jones to the 
vacant United States district judgeship 
gives delight to the people of Montgom- 
ery, without regard to faction or to race. 
If the old-line republicans are dis- 
gruntled they do not offer public criticism 
of the president. Personally, they have 
only the kindest expressions for Govern- 
or Jones himself.

HIS DEATH MAY RESULT 
IN TROUBLE IN THE EAST 


Feared in London That Russia May 
Seize the Opportunity To Push 
Her Frontier Eastward. 
Troops Are Scarce in 
India. 


London, October 7.—A news agency pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from Simla, 
dated this evening: 

“Habib Oullah Khan, eldest son of the 
ameer of Afghanistan, has reported to 
the British agent at Cabul that the ameer 
died last night after a brief illness.” 

A dispatch of the Associated Press from 
Simla says the ameer was taken seriously 
ill September 28. Habib Oullah Khan, Oc- 
tober 2, asked in a dunbar that public 
prayers be offered: for the ameer. In the 
morning of October 3 Habib Oullah Khan 
announced that his father had expired at 
3 o'clock this morning. Nothing is known 
of the state of affairs at Cabul. 

No confirmation has been received at 
the foreign office of the report of the 
death of the ameer of Afghanistan, but 
the accuracy of the report is not doubt- 
ed. In view of the existing critical sit- 
uation in South Africa, the news sent 
something like a shock through the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. Great confidence, however, 
is expressed on all sides in the ability of 
the Indian viceroy to deal with the situ- 
ation. 

At Simla it is believed that Habib Oul- 
lah Khan, who was regarded by his 
father ag his successor and had long had 
a share in the government of the country, 
will assume the succession peaceably. He 
is at Cabul. For some years under his 
father’s controlling hard he has had 
charge of the army and the state treasury 
and the supreme court of appeals. He is 
regarded as a wise and temperate ruler, 
favorable to Great Britain, but less mas- 
terful than his father, and for this rea- 
son, less likely to be strong enough to 
govern the fierce, unruly tribes, or to re- 
sist the attempts of his brothers to seize 
power. 

The editorials in the morning papers 
express confidence that with a strong 
viceroy and a strong government at home, 
any pcssible complications following the 
death of the ameer will be firmly and pru- 
dently met. There is, however, an un- 
derlving current of uneasiness discernible 
as to. whether Russia will seize the op- 
portunity to push her frontier forward. 
The British troops in India, owing to the 
South African war, are now below their 
normal strength. It will be impossible 
to take any more for South Africa, and 
the news will still further encourage the 
Boers to prolong their resistance. 


NEW EL DORADO IS FOUND. 


H. O. Blankenship, of Tennessee, One 
of the Discoverers. 

Seattle, Wash., October 7.—A new El 
Dorado is reported near the shores of 
Good Hope bay. The location is almost 
directly north of Nome and to go there 
from the latter place necessitates a voy- 
age of 300 miles around the coast to 
Behring strait and through it into the 
Arctic ocean.

About 4:30 this afternoon he re- 
turned to his restaurant, went through 
the dining room to his office, took his seat 
at his desk, laid a pistol on it and direct- 
ed all waiters and servants to leave the 
room. They had hardly gotten out of the 
room when the report of a pistol was 
heard. The waiters ran back. Lines 
walked deliberately from his desk out 
through the dining room to the pave- 
ment on Washington street, where he fell 
unconscious. 


An examination showed that Lines had 
shot himself with a 38-caliber pistol, the 
bullet entering the breast 2 inches above 
the left nipple, passing through the body. 
The bullet was found embedded in the 
wall of his office. He evidently tried to 
hit the heart, but shot too high. 

The physicians think the wound is not 
necessarily fatal, as probing proved that 
no vital organ had been pierced. 

Lines was taken to his home, where he 
resides with his mother.

The wounded are: Ross Chadwell, shot 
twice and not expected to live; Constable 
Brooks, wounded in the hands; Henry 
Overstreet, mortally hurt: Toe Moberly, 
a flesh wound; Tom Jones, dangerously 
injured, and Frank Morgan, leg broken.

Mrs. Smith, after the negro had left, 
picked up her babe that had been left 
during the day at a spot where she could 
watch it, and at once proceeded to her 
home, where she found her husband 
ready to leave for town, and told him 
the story. Her face and neck showed 
many bruises and scratches made by the 
fingers of the negro, who choked her 
and shoved her violently about. 

The negro came to Cartersvilfje, where 
he was employed, and leaving the horse 
and buggy. quietly departed. 

Sheriff Griffin, who had been informed 
of the crime by the husband, with a 
posse of six men was soon on Jackson's 
track.

. exalted public service. The ap- 
“pointee has been governor of his 
‘state; during a bitter period of divi- 
‘gion he has retained the warm respect 
of all his fellow citizens; he has held 
positions where both moral and physi- 
-eal qualities were called into play, and 
‘meyer once has he failed to measure 
“up to the highest standard of citizen- 
‘ship. In making this appointment the 
‘president has consulted the best in- 
; sts of the people who were to be 
gperved and has given them a court 
“which will command that quality to 
"be preferred to forced obedience—the 
Owarm and unqualified support of all 
concerned. 
' It must be confessed that in so rec- 
"ognizing the feelings of the -people 
/the president has taken a wise depar- 
‘ture from the past. Viewed from the 
‘s#standpoint that he intends to make 
/Such appointments as will command 
“the respect of the communities af- 
‘fected, the proceeding is to be com- 
"mended. The offices are for the use 
“of the people, to enable them to carry 
| their personal and public affairs 
"under the best possible auspices. 
Even in making appointments within 
‘party traditions, the interest of the 
| people at large have not always been 
“conserved, so that a change to worthy 
'party selections would be a great im- 
"provement. But when the president 
(goes one step further and says he 
"wants not only the best party man, but 
the best man of all, even if the other 
_party has to be drawn upon, he as:

'The president knows that Governor

It is not to be inferred from this 
that we think there shouldbe any 
lessening of opportunity for the black 
man to fill out his destiny. The south- 
ern states are spending millions for 
the education of the colored race. In 
these states alone has the negro the 
opportunity to work side by side with 
white labor. In the state of Georgia 
alone the assessment of negro proper- 
ty has increased $1,000,000 in one year. 
We carry on an equal system of pub- 
lic schools for his benefit. We desire 
the cultivation of the best that there 
is in the negro character. When negro 
laborers were shot down in Illinois 
they had to return to the state of Ala- 
bama for opportunity to support them- 
selves that was denied them in the 
north. This incident tells the whole 
story of the relative treatment of the 
negro north and south. 

But this is one thing and the negro 
in high political office, over white 
men, is another. 

Fair play and every opportunity to 
help himself must be given to the ne- 
gro, but so long as he is to be put 
in control over white men, just so long 
will the white vote be united against 
it. 

Does the appointment of Ex-Govern-: 
or Jones carry with it the idea that 
the president understands the negro 
question? 

We hope so! 

We will see in time! 
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The Sunday Newspaper. 

The newspapers of Baltimore and 
Philadelphia have fought the Sunday 
edition bitterly. Last week The Phil- 
adelphia North American threw up the 
sponge and now comes out with a 
Sunday colored supplement. This 
week the staid and discreet Baltimore 
Sun joins the procession in order to 
meet Sunday readers. 

The persistency with which The Sun 
fought the innovation makes its con- 
clusions of general interest. 

“While fully honoring the sincerity 
of those who still oppose the publica- 
tion of Sunday newspapers,” says The 
Sun, “we beHeve they are mistaken in 
the view which holds such a publica- 
tion to be an evil per se. and which 
places in the same condemnation a 
well conducted and moral journal with 
those which are wholly frivolous and 
sensational. In our opinion it is not 
so much a ocuestion of the particular 
day on which a newspaper is issued 
as it is of the “kind of newspaper 
which is issued. An unclean and 
demoralizing journal is an evil on any 
day of the seven, and a newspaper 
which helps to improve the world is 
a blessing, whether published on Sun- 
dav. Monday or any other day.” 

In announcing its final conclusion 
The Sun says: 

The preptical question for such per- 
sons to consider is whether, since the 
Sunday newspaper is an accomplished 
fact, a fact that has come to stay quite 
as surely as the railroad or street cars, 
the telephone or the telegraph, it is not 
better to have good papers on that day 
than bad ones, to substitute for injurious 
agencies those which are pure and ele- 
vating. The Sun believes that in a short 
time there will be comparatively few 
persons who will not have recognized the 
justice of this view, and who wilt not be 
glad to cooperate, by their countenance 
and support, in the effort to make the 
Sunday newspaper an instrumentality for 
good. Whether those heretofore hostile 
to such publications cooperate in this ef- 
fort, or whether they maintain their old 
attitud’, The Sun proposes to give its 
readers on Sundays, as on other days, a 
paper they can read with moral and in- 
tellectual profit, and which will make the 
day a better day for them and make 
them better able to use the day properly. 
Its Sunday edition will not be of the op- 
pressive size nor of the spectacular char- 
acter of so many of the Sunday editions. 
It will give the news and such special 
features as may be entertaining, cheer- 
ful and pleasant, but its effort will be not 
to exceed greatly in size its daily issues. 
It will be The Sun ,on Sundays as weil 
as on every other day, and will maintain 
unimpaired its old traditions and stand- 
ards, the principles and rules of conduct 
by which it has alWays been guided. 

The point made by The Sun is a 
good one—that if the Sunday paper 
observes the character of the day its 
appearance will be for good. The 
Constitution has always aimed to 
make its Sunday edition not only a 
welcome, but a proper visitor for the 
day. 
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Cupid In a Race. 

The postmaster of Chicago was 
driven into a corner the other day by 
telegrams from a young lady in Kan- 
sas city: “Hold letters addressed to 
—— ——, and to —,” What 
could it all mean? 

As soon as the Burlington express 
could land the lady in Chicago, she 
hastened to the postmaster in person, 
and then the story came out. She 
had two lovers in the Windy City, 
both of whom had proposed by mail 
on the same day, and to each of. whom 
the return mail bore answer; the 
one affirmative, the other negative. 
But horrors! the letters got mixed in 
the envelopes, and unless they could 
be recalled there would be material 
furnished for another’ short daily 
novel. 

The postmaster was sympathetic. 
He discovered the letters, assisted the 
lady to exchange the envelopes and 
was rewarded by an invitation to the 
wedding. 
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Money for Ships. 

Senator Hanna has by no means 
given up his efforts to make the 
United States treasury pay half the 
freight on protected goods sent. 
abroad. Having destroyed mutual in- 
terchange of goods with foreign coun- 
tries, ships are forced to go one way 
empty, so that the outgoing cargo has 
to bear the entire cost of both trips. 

Through a proposed ship subsidy it 
is proposed to accomplish this result. 
The plea is set forth that to revive 
American shipping the government 
should become an unprofitable part- 
ner. As a matter of fact, after hav- 
ing taxed the people through a pro- 
hibitive tariff law, it is now proposed 
to tax them for the maintenance of the 
ships as well. In this way the average 
American will be in a worse condition 
than the German with the soldier on 
his back. 

For this purpose Senators Hanna, 
Frye and others have just held a con- 
ference to agree upon a new bill, this 
time to be so drawn as to have a more 
general effect in appearance, but in 
reality so fixed that the big ship trust 
will gain all the advantage. Mr. Eu- 
gene T. Chamberlain, who has been 
on all sides of the subsidy question. 
as suited his interest, is once again 
an advocate of subsidies. After havy- 
ing, on a@ previous occasion, demon- 
strated that the French subsidy 
scheme of nine years was a failure, 
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he is now satigfied that it would be a 
success as applied to the United 
States. Thus it. will be seen that the 
contest will be resumed in the next 
session of congress with the vigilafice 
always displayed by men who see 
something in sight for themselves. 

The Constitution has always been 
an advocate of liberal mail appropria- 
tions toward railroads. If the same 
principle could be applied to the sea, 
encouraging ship lines from every port 
having the enterprise to fit them out, 
there would be no reason why the gov- 
ernment should not give to them the 
benefit of mail transportation, as is 
done in the case of railways. There 
are a great many people who favor 
such a plan as this who will not agree 
that the government should be held- 
liable for the losses of private ship 
lines. 

The whole scheme of ship subsidy 
is wrong, and is intended to benefit 
the individual at the expense of the 
community. Tear down the prohib- 
itive barriers of the Dingley law and 
there will be cargoes both ways, thus 
giving the most effective help to ship- 
ping. 
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Assaulting the Memory of McKinley. 

The pertinacity with which certain 
pulpit utterances have been fulminat- 
ed against the late president is mark- 
ed by the fact that they are all above 
the sectional line. As a rule southern 
clergymen have spoken soberly and 
wisely. 

The other day a Boston audience 
listened to a bitter harangue against 
the personal career of Mr. McKinley 
from Rev. Charles W. Duane, rector 
of Christ’s Episcopal church, in that 
city. He revived the story of the pres- 
ident’s personal obligations to Mark 
Hanna and, referring to the property 
left by him, asserted that it was gain- 
ed through questionable methods. In 
other words, that the late president 
used his office with which to amass 
wealth, 

It is somewhat doubtful if such an 
attack as this is justifiable even in the 
heat of an active political campaign. 
There have been those who have re- 
sorted to personal revelations for the 
purpose of influencing an election, but 
generally they have been rebuked by 
the voters. But dismissing the neces- 
sities of a campaign no man can jus- 
tify the repetition of slander over the 
grave of a dead man. It is unmanly 
and ghoulish. 

If Mr. Duane cannot illustrate his 
points without opening a grave he had 
better retire from the business. 
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Cotton in Africa. 

From the United States consul at 
Brunswick, Germany, comes news of 
the progress of the German cotton 
plantation in Africa. This latest ex- 
periment has been made in Togoland 
and appears to have met with partial 
success. 

The government secured four intelli- 
gent negroes from Alabama, who were 
recommended by Booker Washington, 
and they went to Togo with all the 
necessary tools and machines. They 
have brought under cultivation 100 
acres of land, and the cotton raised 
is said to have been of good quality. 
But they find the natives poor workers 
and that is a drawback. Togo is the 
most northerly of the German posses- 
sions in west Africa. It is almost di- 
rectly under the equator and has an 
estimated population of 500,000 inhab- 
itants. It is not as large as the state 
of South Carolina, and even if cotton 
raising proved successful there it 
would not be much of a competitor. 

An English experiment in Afri- 
can cotton-raising had to be aban- 
doned because of the impossi- 
bility of getting the negroes 
to work steadily. After an hour 
or two they would lie down or run 
away, and nothing could get them 
back to work. iThe Germans are 
awakening to the same fact, and see 
in it the final doom of their experi- 
ment. A proposal has been made to 
induce a large immigration into Africa 
of American negroes, in the hope that 
they would work there as well as they 
do in America. Experience shows 
that this resource is not to be relied 
upon. 
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Suggestion to Sir Thomas. 

The race between the Columbia and 
the Shamrock having been decided 
in favor of the American yacht, there 
remains another feature in which 
great interest could be aroused. 

The decision has been given to the 
fastest yacht. Why not exchange 
crews and see whether the record of 
the yachts themselves. could be 
changed. This would center interest 
on the crew. If the Shamrock should 
win under an American crew, or the 
Columbia should win under an English 
crew, it would present a new field for 
sportsmen. 

Will, Sir Thomas Lipton exchange 
crews and let us have the race un- 
der a new basis?

southern delegates out of the conference 
was not founded on facts, and the whole 
affair has been greatly misunderstood and 
exaggerated.”’ 


Favorable to Schey.

These developments favorable to Schley, 
resulting, as they have, from the testi- 
mony of the navy department’s witnesses, 
have made it practically certain that the 
testimony from now on will only serve to 
strengthen his case, particularly as all 
his own witnesses have yet to be heard, 
while the government has already put its 
star witnesses on the stand.

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Georgia in the Lead.

Today there are 195,000 miles of main 
track in the United States as compared 
with 271 miles in all the rest of the two 
continents and the islands of the world, 
and statistics show that the south leads 
in recent railroad building, and that Geor- 
gia leads all the southern states. 

The New York Sun, in writing of rail- 
road development and its physical and 
social consequences, says: 

“By the last report of the interstate 
commerce commissioners, it was shown 
that the three states which stood at the 
head of the list in recent railroad build- 
ing, two—Georgia and Arkansas—were in 
the south, and at the present time Geor- 
gia has more than double the railroad 
mileage of Massachusetts, and Arkansas 
three times as much as Connecticut. Ala- 
bama has nearly half the ralroad mileage 
of New York, and even North Carolina, 
long a laggard state in railroad develop- 
ment, has a total mileage 50 per cent 
larger than that of New Jersey, in many 
parts of which the railroads constitute 
almost a network of lines. Undoubtedly, 
the great development of the coal, iron 
and phosphate interests of the south have 
had much to do with the improvement of 
service in the southern states, and a Ge- 
velopment of a new market in the west 
for the fruit products of the lower Missis- 
sippi valley has been a _ contributing 
cause, too. But the railroad growth in 
southern states is ascribable to no single 
cause. It is due to a better understand- 
ing of these states and to the improve- 
ments in railroad building, railroad oper- 
ation and in the adjustment of the

P. Maddox, of the 
Cherokee circuit, has been prominently 
mentioned of late as a prospective can- 
didate for judge of the circuit in the 
event that Judge A. W. Fite should make 
the race for congress next year. f 
course, however, Solicitor Maddox is "ot 
now a candidate for the judgeship, nor 
will he be except in the event, as stated, 
of Judge Fite’s entering the race for 
congress. Speaking of the situation, The 
Dalton Argus has the following, com- 
menting upon a bit of political gossip 
in The State of Dade News: 

Judge Fite’s many friends throughout the 
Seventh congressional district have taken it 
into their heads that he should make the next 
race for congress, and it will be a difficult 
matter for the judge to withstand the pressure. 
In the event he should make the race Solicitor 
Maddox would be a logical candidate for judge. 
~—State of Dade News. 

Colonel Maddox would not only be the logical 
candidate for judge, but he is eminently quali- 
fied to fill that honorable position. And if Sam 
wants the judgeship he can get it. 

Judge Fite has been quite prominently 
mentioned in connection with the race 
for congress, and the matter was talked 
of among his Atlanta friends when he 
was in the city a few days ago sitting in 
a legal case. If he should run, it is 
believed Solicitor Maddox would make the 
race for judge, but not otherwise. 


Judge H. D. D. Twiggs, of Savannah, 
was at the capitol yesterday, having co ne 
up to appear before the supreme court 
in a criminal case as counsel for the 
defendant. Speaking of matters political 
down in Chatham, Judge Twiggs said: 

“We have a pretty warm race on for 
ordinary down there, as you have ne 
doubt noted from the papers. There are 
four candidates in the field—Walter C. 
Hartridge, Henry McAlpin, J. 8S. Collins 
and 8. L. Lagaron. The three first 
named are all claiming the election, and 
the fight is going to be a hard one. A 
peculiar feature about this race is that 
local party lines, as they have existed 
for the last eight or ten years, have al- 
most entirely disarneared. Many of those 
who were with Willie Osborne and op- 
posed Walter Hartridge in the race for 
solicitor general are now for Hartridge, 
and some who were for Hartridge then 
are now for other candidates.- It is not 
a club fight at all, and therefore is some- 
thing unique and quite unusual for Sa- 
vannah. Every effort will be made to 
prevent the use of money in the election, 
and in a measure the efforts may be suc- 
cessful. But judging from the talk 
heard on all sides it would seem there 
is already some coin in circulation as a 
result of it. The primary takes place on 
Wednesday, just two uays from now, and 
the result will Le awaited with eager in- 
terest.’’ 


The arbitrators in the case of the Geor- 
gia, Florida and Alabama railroad, run- 
ning from Bainbridge to Arlington, a dis- 
tance of about 40 miles, have decided 
that the road must pay taxes on & valu- 
ation of $4,250 per mile. The road was 
returned by President J. P. Williams at 
$2,500 per mile. Comptroller General 
Wright raised the amount to $4,500. The 
arbitrators were Chairman’ T. C. Cren- 
shaw, for the state, and Dr. J. B. &. 
Holmes, for the road, while Judge John 
S. Candler was umpire. These gentle- 
men argued long and earnestly over the 
question from their various standpoints 
and finally agreed upon $4,250 per mile, as 
stated. This will st the valuation 
of the property for taxati unless the 
road should refuse to pay an& contest the 
matter in the courts. 


The arbitrators who are to settle upon 
the tax values of the remainder of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway 
property will meet for the purpose of 
finishing up their work in Savannah to- 
morrow. The arbitrators are Hon. Pope 
Barrow, of Savannah, representing the 
road, and Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, rep- 
resenting the state. Judge E. H. Calla- 
way has been chosen as umpire. The set- 
tlement of the questions in dispute be- 
tween the road and the comptroller gen- 
eral leaves matters in such shape that 
the arbitrators can again take up the 
work. They will have to pass on the 
value of a large nymber of side tracks, 
branch lines and nearly all of the real 
estate belonging to the system in Sa- 
vannah.

The 
capital stock of the new bank is $25,000,

CITY ATTORNEYS HOLD THAT 
FRANCHISES ARE TAXABLE 


Councilman Reed Declares That 
Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany Should Be Made To 
Pay on More Than 
$300,000. 


meeting vesterday after- 


goon council took steps to have the 
Georgia Electric Light Company show 
cause before the city tax assessors why 
the tax returns of that company should 
not be increased. In a resolution which 
Councilman Reed introduced and which 
was unanimously adopted the tax as 
gessors were requested to notify the 
electric light company’s representatives 
to appear before the tax assessors to 
make the desired showing. 

This matter came up when the repo(t 
of City Attorney Mayson was read, set- 
ting forth what part of the property of 
the electric light company, mentioned in 
the mortgage filed in the summer of last 
year, is subject .to taxation. Tne city 
attorney held that the real estate anal 
tangible property was subject to taxa- 
tion and that the franchises owned »y 
the company were likewise subjecc. 

Mr. Mayson gave his reasons for so 
holding and the report which he subm:t- 
ted was complimented by Councilman 
Reed, who asked that council thank the 
city attorney for this diligent researqh. 
The report was prepared in conformity 
with a. resolution adopted at the last 
meeting of council. Councilman Reed 
declared that the company had about 
$1,000,000 of outstanding bonds and $750,- 
0 worth of stock, while the entire vrop- 
erty was given in at $300,000. ite said 
the company should be required to make 
returns on the same basis as private ciu- 
gens or other business. 

City Attorney’s Report. 

City Attorney Mayson's report was us 

follows: 


In response to yor direction, as found in res- 
elution offered by Councilman Reed, and 
adopted by your body, on September 16, 1901, 
I beg to submit the following report: 

First, I am directed to advise what part of 
the property set forth in mortgage filed on 
July 9, 1900, by Georgia E'ectric Light Com- 
pany, is subject to taxation by the city. 

Next, are the rights, powers and privileces 
of said company, as therein described, sub- 
ject to taxation by the city? 

I find it convenient to answer these two 
queries together. 

(a) The rea] estate, with the tenements and 
appurtenances ‘thereunto belonging, are con- 
fessedly taxable. 

(b) The tangible and visible personal prop- 
erty is likewise admitted to be subject to tax- 
ation. 

(ec) Hence, the only new question submitted 
ie found in the query in reference to taxation 
of wha! are usually termed franchises. 

In my opinion, such property is as clearly 
taxable as rea] estate or tangible personalty. 
Having submitted this opinion, it may be ad- 
visable to give the reasons moving me to this 
conclusion, and they are as follows: 

By the charter of the city (see section 62 
of the city code of 1889), it has the power and 
authority to levy and collect an ad valorem tax 
on all real and personal property within the 
incorporate limits. 

The next investigation is to ascertain if 
such franchises are ‘‘property,’’ and if so, of 
what kind. This is settled by ovr state code, 
section 3070, defining personalty, or personal 
estate, to Include all such property as is mov- 
able in its nature: in fact, everything hav- 
ing value Inherent in itself, or the representa- 
tive of vaiue, and not included in the defini- 
tion of realty, stocks representing shares in an 
inecorporat2 company holding lands, or a frun- 
chise in or over lands, are personalty.

The coroner held an fnquest over the 
body of John Wyatt Turnor yesterday 
morning and the jury returned a verdict 
of suicide: 

There was very little brought out tn 
the evidence that was not glve1 in The 
Constitution yesterday. 

An effort was made to find the woman. 
Cartie Freeman, about whom ‘Turner 
killed himself, but she was not located. 
Her place of residence was No. 2% South 
Pryor street, but the people living there 
State that she left Sunday night, prob- 
ably after Turner commitzed suicide, and 
that her whereabouts were not known. 

Turner had told some of his friends 
during Sunday afternoon that he intended 
to take enough morphine to end his life 
and that his trouble was about Carrie 
Freeman, who, he said, had thrown him 
over for another man. 

“When I told her I would kill myset’,’ 
Turner stated to his friends, “‘she lanugh- 
ed at me and said that I was too much 
of a coward to kill anything.”’ 

It is now believed that this remark of 
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J. W. TURNER. 


The assistant instructor of the Tech who 
committed suicide Sunday night. 
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the woman goaded the man on to self. 
cestruction. 

Witnesses before the coroner's jury 
stated that just before Turner took the 
morphine in his room he walked into the 
sitting room of Alexander hotel and met 
a male quartet that had be2n singing.

“I Wonder if She Is Waiting for Me,”’ 
and when they had finished the rong he 
asked for ‘‘Nearer, My God, to The«.’’

The value of its franchises or intangible 
property would be $2,727,000. 

How To Assess. 

In any case, the real estate should first be 
assessed at its cash market value, as required 
by our charter. Next, the value of the tangi- 
ble personal property should be ascertained and 
assessed. Then, by following the foregoing 
plan, the value of the intangible assets can be 
escertained. I suggest this, because I think 
it conforms to our charter, and, besides, in 
some instances, the stock and bonds might be 
worthless, and yet, in such cases, the tax 
should still be levied upon the tangible as- 
sets. 

It might occur that companies operating such 
franchises had no bonds, nor any stock upon 
the market Of course, then the plan above 
outlined could not be used. Yet, in such a 
case, the tax assessors could look at the value 
and- location, their income from the tangible 
property of such companies, the number and 
character of its franchises, and decide what 
a fair valuation would be, just like a trust 
company would pass thereon in deciding how 
great an issue of bonds the properties of such 
companies would sustain. 

Your hondrable body will understand that, 
while I have been discussing the questions pre- 
sented, which are limited to the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, yet the conclusions sub- 
mitted are general, and are intended to apply 
to all persons or companies owning and exer- 
cising special privileges or franchises. The 
state has~ withdrawn from municipalities the 
control of the assessment of railroad properties 
situated within their limits. In my ju t, 
there is no good reason for this, and the legis- 
lature should be asked to 
plan of. taxing such companies. 
other franchises operated within our limits, the 
same should be taxed as other properties, and 
when this policy is begun, it should be extended 


to all.

Her Hiram M., Blalock, of Fayette 
ile, Meets Tragic End 


HE HAD A JUG OF WHISKY 


Witnesses Say the Man Was Stag- 
gering on the Street — Had 
Been to Oonference — No 
Inquest Was Held by 
Coroner. 


The Rev. Hiram M. Blalock, a-colored 
divine from Fayetteville, was kliiled yes- 
terday afternoon about 3:30 o’clock by 
an Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
trolley car on Decatur street, near North 
Pryor street, and the tragedy seems to 
have been a most unfortunate affair, both 
because a human life was taken and be- 
cause the accident is said to have been 
the rerult of the divine having let Atlanta 
corn liquor get the best of him. 

As the broken and bleeding body lay in 
the street the remnants of a smashed jug 
and the pieces of a shattered flask lay 
near by, while the strong and pungent 
odor of corn liquor made the scene a bit 
too worldly for the deathbed of a mifiister 
of the gospel. . 

Those who saw the fatal accident, and 
there were several eye-witnesses, stated 
that the Rev. Blalock was unsteady on 
his legs and stepped directly in front 
of the moving car. So strong was the 
testimony of the eye-witnesses that Rev. 
Blalock was the cause of the accident 
hecause he had been drinking, the coro- 
ner decided not to hold an inquest. 


Within a few minutes after the killing 
| 400 or 500 people, mostly negroes, collectéd 
and the police could hardly keep an open 
space about the body until the coroner 
arrived. 


one had kindly placed his hat over his 
face to hide from public gaze his lacer- 
ated features. By his side was an old 
cotton umbrella, pleces of a. broken 
whisky jug and bits of glass that had 
once been a whisky flask in his coat 
pocket. 
Police Witness Tragedy. 


Two police officers saw the accident 


the Exposition Cotton mi'ls, was moving 
along at the usual speed. There was no 
one in sight of the track and an acci- 
dent was unlooked for. Suddenly an 
old negro, carrying a jug of whisky in one 
hand and an umbrella in the other, stag- 
gere across the street. He stopped 
as if waiting for the car to pass and 
then just as the car nearly reached him, 
stepped directly in front of it. 

The motorman shut off his current and 
put on brakes, but it was too late. The 
old negro was Knocked down, his um- 
brella fiying in one direction and the 
whisky jug in the other. The car was 
stooped within a few feet of where the 
collision occurred, but the old man had 
received fatal injuries. His skull was 
crushed and his face was partially torn 
away. He gasped a few times and was 
dead. 

No Inquest Is Held. 


The coroner had the body removed to 
Undertaker Lee’s, where the body was 
identified as that of Rev. Hiram M. Bla- 
lock, of Fayetteville. 

An investigation was made and Coroner 
Stamps decided that no inquest was nec- 
essary, as there had been many eye- 
witnesses, all of whom said the old man 
was drinking and was the sole cause of 
the accident. 

Rev. Blalock was about 55 years of 
age. He had come to Atlanta to attend 
a “‘conference,’’ and was on his way to 
the depot to take the train for home. He 
had purchased a half gallon of corn 
liquor and a pint filz.sk for good measure. 
He is said to have been a negro of good 
character, and his friends will not believe 
that he was under the _ influence of 
whisky. 

The body will be taken to Fayetteville 
as soon as relatives can be heard from.

COUNCIL CREATES OFFICE 
OF AUDITOR FOR THE CITY 


After Much Discussion the City 
Fathers Vote To Revoke the 
Beer License Granted to 
Proprietor of Saloon 
on Edgewood Ave. 


Council yesterday afternoon adapted 
the Barrett ordinance ¢alling upon the 
finance committee of 1902 to make the 
necessary appropriation to restore the 
salaries of the policemen, firemen and 
teachers in the city public schools. 

The paper was read once before council 
some weeks ago and was then referred 
to the ordinance committee. It was 
adopted yesterday without debate. If the 
finance committee of next year decides 
not to restore the salaries of the mem- 
bers of the three city departments ‘t will 
be necessary to revoke this ordinance. 

The October apportionment’ sheet, 
which had been prepared by the finance 
committee, was unanimously adopted by 
council, and at a called meeting. of the 
aldermanic board, which was held im- 
mediately after council adjourned, the 
action of council in adopting the sheet 
was concurred in. The sheet made no 
provision for putting the police and fire 
alarm wirea.underground, as had been 
expected. The $5,000 which was taken 
from the Peters street paving fund was 
given to the public school appropriatios 
to provide additional accommodation for 
pupils. 

The resolution which Councilman Reec 
introduced providing that council request 
the representatives from Fulton county 
to support the Howard bill in the legis- 
lature was unanimously adopted. The 
measure introduced by Representative 
Howard, of DeKalb, seeks to tax the 
franchises of public utility corporations. 

Colonel John B. Goodwin, Charles T. 
W. Martin, members of 
a special committee from the bar as- 
sociation, appeareu NKefore council to ask 


'that the citv cooperate with the county 


to secure an asphalt pavement on. the 
streets about the court house. Colonel 

Joodwin and Mr. Martin both addressed 
council on the subject. The matter was 
referred to the street and finance com- 
mittees, 
gineer for consideration. 

Improvements Were Accepted. 

The report of the public buildings and 
grounds and finance committees, in which 
it was recommended that the new build- 
ings and other improvements to. the 
Lakewood property be accepted in lieu 
of the $800 rental which, it had been held, 
the company having the concessions at 
the old water works owed the city, was 
adopted. 

An ordinance was adopted creating the 
position of auditor and requisition clerk 
in the comptroller’s office. This new of- 
ficer will receive a salary of $100 a month 
and will be elected by the finance com- 
mittee, subject to immediate removal for 
cause. The paper will go to the alder- 
manic board Thursday for concurrence. 
The original measure gave the comp- 
troller authority to apnoint the auditor 
subject to the approval of the finance 
committee. 

By a vote of 11 to 3 council voted to 
revoke the beer license formerly granted 
to the proprietor of the saloon estab 
lished at 126 Edgewood avenue. This ac- 
tion was taken after the matter had been 
thoroughly discussed, not only by mem- 
bers of councit, but also by citizens resid- 
ing in the neighborhood and who opposed 
the saloon. Several efforts were mads 
to have council adjourn before final ac- 
tion was taken, but each time a ma- 
jority of members voted to remain and 
dispose of the question. 

About 7 ‘clock council adjourned to 
meet again tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock. Before the members of council 
left the council chamber, however, it was 
agreed that this meeting should take 
place this afternoon, as the fair opens 
tomorrow and council had no desire to 
interfere with the plans already made for 
the occasion. 

Mayor Mims, therefore, will issue the 
necessary call this morning for a special 
meeting to be held this afternoon, when 
the chief matter to be considered will be 
a new ordinance regulating the work of 
plumbing in this city. It is probable that 
all plumbing shops in town will have 
representatives at today’s* meeting, for 
it is understood that some radical changes 
are proposed in the ordinance.

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“PHOSPHATE ROCK 
FOUND IN GEORGIA 


Samples Brought frem Big Bed in Car- 
roll County for Analysis. 


MAY TURN OUT A BIG FIND 


Said To Be the First Discovery of the 
Kind in the State—Samples of 
Albany Oil Also To Be 
Analyzed by State Chem- 
ist McCandless. 


A large bed of phophate rock has been 
discovered in Carroll county and the in- 
dications are that it will turn out a good 
thing for its owners. 

While the rock may not be of extraordi- 
narily high grade, there is every indica- 
tion that it is merchantable, and there 


. ls ttle doubt but what the mine will be 


developed. 

This is said to be the first discovery of 
Phosphate rock ever ‘made in Georgia. 
Samples of the rock were carried to the 
Office of the department of agriculture in 
the capitol yesterday by R. M. Pattillo, of 
Cartersville, who is interested in the dis- 
covery, and a letter was left with them 
asking that Commissioner Stevens have 
Made an analysis of the rock. 

Mr. Pattillo stated that a very extensive 
bed of this rock had been located, in 
Carroll county, and there was no doubt 
that the supply would prove a large one. 
He has had one analysis of the rock 
made and it was pronounced a low grade 
Tock, but the samples sent were taken 

Mm the outside of the vein, where they 
had for a long time been exposed to the 
weather. 

The samples taken to the office of 
Commissioner Stevens yesterday were 
Procured from below the surface, and it 
is believed they will make a far better 
showing. They will be turned over to 
State Chemist J. M McCandless for 
analysis. 

Mr. Pattillo says there is plenty of this 
rock in Carroll, and if it can be used 
there will be no trouble in getting it out 
in paying quantities. It is believed that 
Some of this rock will prove equal in 
Quality to that found in Tennessee. 

To Analyze Albany Oil. 

Representative Ed L. Wight, of Dough- 
erty county, took the department of agri- 
Culture yesterday: some samples of the 
Oily substance that has been pouring in 
large quantities from the artesian wells 
of Albany. These will be analyzed by 


State Chemist McCandless and the re- 
j 


suits will probably be known within a 
few days. 

The people of Albany are very much in- 
terested in this investigation. The dis- 
covery of a substance of the nature of 
Oil in the artesian wells there caused great 
excitement for a time, and it has not yet 
abated. The substance found is of a dark 
lead color and has the distinct odor of 
petroleum. 

A great deal will depend on the results 
of the analyses to be made, so far as the 
people of Dougherty county are concern- 
ed. Those who own property there are 
anxiously awaiting the result hecause of 
the great value it will add to their real 
estate. Should the substance turn out to 
be oil of a merchantable character it will 
mean a great boom for Albany. It is not 
likely that much Dougherty real estate 
will change hands until it is known what 
the result is going to be.

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Weil Bros.’ Cotton Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., October 2.—The weather dur- 
ing the month of September has been varied. 
Ordinarily we should consider it beneficial to 
the crop, as we have had alternate rains and 
sunshine; it is true we have had some cool 
nights, but not more so than during some 
previous seasons in September. 

However, the weather does not seem [to have 
benefited the crop as it should have, inasmuch 
as the early or forward cotton crop has not 
taken any fruit since September |. As to the 
late cotton, the weather has only been bene- 
ficial to it in isolated places, principally bot- 
toms. ery little, if any, fruit nas been added 
to the crop since September |. The general 
blooming and taking on of young bolls, usually 
the case during September, and especially afjer 
August rains, did not materialize this season. 
The most beneficial influence that the weatber 
has exerted over the plant this season during 
the month of September, is the filling out of 
the bolls more so than usual. The bolls are 
larger, cotton that is opening, better ma- 
tured, the staple stronger and longer and the 
body heavier. 

As to the promise of the very bountiful yield 
that this crop held out six weeks age, it is 
completely negatived 

The condition of the crop in the Atlantic 
States forecasts today an average yield. The 
only material increase over last year is prob- 
ably the increase in acreage, which we regard 
as much greater than estimated during the 
spring. We think a conservative estimate of 
the increase in the Atlantics is 10 to 15 per 
cent. Killing frost by November | will allow 
ll the fruit to mature, we think. In Missis- 
fippi, however, the increase in the crop over 
last year, from the best information that we 
can get, including the increase in acreage, will 
be 30 to 35 per cent, and possibly more, pro- 
vided no killing frosts will take place before 
November 10. 

Demand for spot cotton continues to be very 
moderate from all quarters. - Spinners seem 
to buy .from hand to mouth, and there seems 
to be ample supply for such wants, and a sur- 
plus besides -n consequence thereof. The 
“pot merkets have been weak and lower, more 
sellers than buyers at current prices, mean- 
time picking is progressing rapidly. Receipts 
naturally will be very heavy during October. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, October .7.—Liverpool advices 
Were more favorable th’ looked for, conse- 
quently our market opened 6 to 9 points 
higher, improved ! to 3 points additional 
shortly after on fresh buying, but eased off 19 
points from the top subsequently owing to mpre 
liberal receipts, the weakness of spots and 
favorable weather throughout the belt, closing 
at a net loss of 8 points on the day. Man- 
Chester cables state that the adverse bureau 
report caured a sharp advance, developing 
nervousness, as the trade were not prepared 
for such a heavy reduction in condition. Fresh 
undertakings at the prices asked are not ex- 
pected until the outlook has been consfdered. 
The pessimistic document is not accepted by 
pome, yet it is admitted that should the _re- 
port prove correct the present course of the 
market would be largely justified. It was more 
apparent today than ever that the bureau was 
discredited by the trade, as advices were 
received from all sections of the belt claiming 
that the condition figures were too low. and 
that in a number of’ states there was a rela- 
live increase in condition instead of a marked 
deterioration as reported by the government. 
There are a number of operators, however, who 
contend that while the bureau condition may 
Le exaggerated, that the crop is not large and 
anticipate higher prices.

New York, October 7.—Liquidation of the 
same character as that which has been man- 
ifest for some time proceeded today. Some 
ragged breaks in the price level of the mar- 
ket resulted, but heavy, and concentrated buy- 
ing was in evidence. today. As @ consequence 
the decline was checked and the latter part of 
the day was given over to a broad and compre- 
hensive covering movement, which 
lifted prices throughout the list, losses in the 
railroad list being quite generally recovered 
and largely reduced even in the weakest of the 
industrials. When the market opened a feeling 
of discouragement was general; especially be-

which to supply. this requirement was by 
further liquidation in‘ the stock market. For- 
eign exchange continued to advance, preclud- 
ing the hope of relief from that quarter. Large. 
selling of stocks for London account sustained 
the exchange market. Renewed demoralization 
in foreign copper securities and forced liqui- 
dation in Paris were the occasion of this for- 
eign selling, and the prompt decline in Amal- 
gamated Copper here gave promise of a con- 
tinuance of that disturbing influence, Pres- 
sure from the lenders of money was undoubt- 
edly at the root of the stock market depres- 
sion, but vulnerable points in the industrial 
list bore the brunt of this pressure rather 
than the railroad list in general, and the rates 
for call loans were not disturbed. There was 
a growing spirit of scepticism as to the pros- 
pects of dividends on industrial common stocks, 
where the organizations were ,dependent for 
success on continued, or even increased pros- 
perity.
